What, then, are these Penitent Brothers, whose 


piety is regarded-as a 
scandal? 
The . penitent 


brothers, or Hermanos Penltenles, are a religious 
fraternity,"long since outlawed by the church, .the 
members" ot which' v/ractic'e self-whipping, cruci- 
fixion, .and other'physical tortures as" a penance 
for their sins. The p'rac'lice originated in the mid- 
dle ages in Spain, when it was in good standing 
with the church. 
It was brought to this country 


by the Spanish conquerors. It appears, although 
nothing definite can be learned of the'matter, that 
some sort of flagl'.ant society existed among, the 
Indians here. 
From the mingling of these _two 


sects, one Christian, and one pagan, among the 
peons of. mixed Indian and Spanish blood, sprang 
the present organization ot'.the Hermanos Peni- 
tentes.

At one time nearly all 
the 
natives of Peon 


blood were members of its chapters. Gradually its 
membership has declined, giving way before, the 
enlightenment that has come • with railways and 
public schools. .The Mexican ot the younger gen- 
eration, educated in .a public- school, is often, an 
up-and-coming young fellow. He is -very likely an 
automobile mechanic or. a lawyer
